On sheet 2 including Figure 2, the darkened areas were made lighter to clarify the figure. 

Sheet 3 which included a duplicate copy of Figure 2 has been deleted. 

Sheet 7 which includes Figures 1 1 and 12- A the charts were corrected to complete the 
lines and place all of the text on a single line. 

On Sheet 8 which includes Figures 12-B, 13, 14, 15-A and 15-B the charts were 
corrected to complete the lines and place all of the text on a single line. 

On sheet 1 1 the flow chart line in box 910 was shortened. 

Sheet 12 which includes Figures 21 and 22 has been modified so that Figures 21 and 22 
are now on separate sheets. 

Sheet 13 which includes Figures 23 and 24 has been modified so that Figures 23 and 24 
are now on separate sheets. 

Sheet 14 which includes Figures 25 and 26 has been modified so that Figures 25 and 26 
are now on separate sheets. 

Sheet 15 which includes Figures 27 and 28 has been modified so that Figures 27 and 28 
are now on separate sheets.

Claims 1-31 are pending. 

Claims 1-31 stand rejected. 

Claims 1, 8, 15 and 18-31 are amended. 

Claims 1-31 are hereby submitted for review. 

No new matter has been added. 

On pages 1-19 of the Office Action, the Examiner has objected to numerous 
aspects of the specification, claims and figures. Applicants have amended these portions 
of the specification, claims and figures according to the Examiner's suggestions and 
respectfully request that these objections be withdrawn 

Turning to the prior art rejection, the Examiner has rejected independent claims 1, 
8 and 15 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Bobo II (U.S. Patent No. 
5,870,549). Also independent claim 25 has been rejected as unpatentable over Bobo II in 
view of Johnson (U.S. Patent No. 5,664,109). 

Applicants respectfully disagree with the Examiner and submit the following 
remarks in response. 

The present invention as claimed in independent claim 1 is directed to a fax 
storage and retrieval system having a fax receiving module configured to receive a 
plurality of facsimile documents from a plurality of fax devices. A document attribute 
module allows a user to associate each incoming fax document to a unique attribute set 
related to at least one feature contained on at least one of the facsimile documents. 

A fax page splitter module is configured to split the images of each of the 
facsimile documents into individual image pages and a document storage and retrieval 
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system, coupled to said fax receiving module, stores each of the pages of the plurality of 
facsimile documents such that each of the pages is individually retrievable using the 
unique attribute set from the document attribute module. Independent claims 8, 15 and 25 
each include at least a similar functioning attribute moudle or attribute assigning process 
(claims 15 and 25). For example, claim 25 includes the additional feature of displaying 
to the user the images of each page of the received fax documents. 

As noted in paragraphs [0130] - [0135] such an arrangement allows the system to 
receive numerous facsimile documents, from various sources, and using an attribute 
module, assign each document(s) to a particular file based on an attribute contained in the 
facsimile. Thereafter, additional facsimiles received having the same attribute on the 
facsimile documents may be assigned to the same file for easy recala at a later date. 

The cited prior art, namely Bobo II teaches a message delivery and storage 
system. However, it does not appear that Bobo teaches all of the elements of the present 
invention. For example, the Examiner cited to Figure 17 of Bobo with regards to the 
document "attributes." However, Figure 17 of Bobo merely contains a "type of 
document" field 302 that simply identifies whether the incoming transmission is a 
telephone call, a facsimile etc. .. (because Bobo receives communications from multiple 
types of input devices). This is confirmed by lines 43-50 of column 23 in Bobo. Such a 
disclosure in Bobo is not the same as the attribute module of the present invention. 

As such, the cited prior art does not teach or suggest all of the elements of the 
present invention as claimed. For example, the cited prior art does not teach or suggest a 
document attribute module which allows a user to associate each incoming fax document 
to a unique attribute set related to at least one feature contained on at least one of the 
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facsimile documents and where each of the pages is individually retrievable using the 
unique attribute set from the document attribute module. 

For at least this reason Applicants submit that the prior art does not teach all of 
the elements of independent claims 1, 8, 15 and 25 and respectfully request that the 
rejection of these claims be withdrawn. Also, as claims 2-7, 9-14, 16-24 and 26-31 
depend from claims 1,8, 15 and 25 respectively, these claims should be allowed for at 
least the same reasons. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicants respectfully submit that pending claims 1-31 
are in condition for allowance, the earliest possible notice of which is earnestly solicited.
